Similar words to these were 
spoken years ago by a farmer in 
the neighborhood where I was 
raised. It was back when we 
used to lay by our corn with a 
“doubleshovel” plow, and the 
wheat was threshed by swap- 
ping work all over the commun- 
ity. And when the threshing 
machine came the whole neigh- 
borhood turned_out to help and 
had to go from neighbor. to 
neighbor until the wheat and 
oats were all threshed. There 
was no time for plowing corn 
when once the threshing start- 
ed. So this farmer and his boys 
had to work longer hours. and 
buckle into it a little faster in 
order to get their corn crop 
“layed by.” ; 


And this is the way we feel 
about the work of soul saving. 


. The final judgment is fast ap- 


proaching—will be.in the neigh- 
borhood tomorrow—and we will 
have to hurry to get our work 
done and make ready for it. I 
feel like saying, “Boys, we'll 
have to work a little faster to- 
day.” And we can’t fall back to 
the plodding methods of ox- 
driving and double shovel plow- 
ing. The boon of progressive- 
ness has been at work and the 
old slow methods have given 
way to more rapid movements. 
In my first experience in going 
to meetings they had no singing. 
A little later they started the 
songs but they must be sung 
slow and doleful and no one in 
meeting would dare to smile, 
and no musical instrument was 
allowed in the homes and much 
less in the house for worship. 
They sang such songs as “Jesus 
jover of my soul” in the long 
drawn out way that would make 
people think of grave-yards in- 
stead of heaven. 


Well do I remember the first 
meeting in my neighborhood 
where the fast singing was in- 
troduced, and. how it made some 
of the old friends scowl and 
frown; but the meting was a 
success, and soon the old slow 
way was dropped off and the 
trot took its place. 
and graveyard preaching and 
practices gradually disappeared 
until now the ‘Church of God 
people are racing with the auto- 
mobile, interyrbans and steam 
and electric lines. 


What has done this? The 
power of the Holy Ghost that 
puts an extra touch of life in 
every one He possesses. \ There 
is no more drawling—no more 
crawling—no more hauling on 
the ox cart kind of religigus 
work. There is vim, grit, quick 
movements, hurried love with 
everything else that pertains to 
progressiveness. 


One reason that the Pharisees 
rejected Jesus was because of 
His progressiveness. They want- 
ed to go on with their forms of 
slow synagogue worship and He 
was introducing a new order of 
worship. He held outdoor 
meetings and fired the dir 
wherever He went. He could 
not wait for the slow way of 
getting to the people, He took 
the short cuts and struck terror 
to drowsy religion’ everywhere 
He went. He worried those old 
fellows who were used to noth- 
ing but forms and slow cere- 
monies. But He kept right on 
amidst all the oppositions and 


finally sucgeeded in establishing 
e 
~~

to the last. They could not be 
persuaded to give up the old 
methods and take on the new 
progressiveness introduced by 
our Lord. Asaresult ‘the new 
order ran right on, mounting 
higher and higher until the tide 
rose so high that about all those 
dear old synagogue Pharisees 
could do was to stand off and 
look on and still murmur, criti. 
cise, grumble and complain. And 
Jesus told them one day that 
they had rejected the counsel of 
God against themselves because 
they refused to enter into the 
new progressive movement. 

People are happier when they 
are on the progressive line, This 
does not mean for the Christians 
to fall into the sins and follies of 
the -.world, but progression 
means regular and gradual ad- 
vance. A going forward. And 
progress should be made in spir- 
ituality and work for the salva- 
tion of souls as well as any- 
thing else. Even Sunday school 
work can’t be carried on suc- 
cessfully under the old regime. 
There has to be some “pep” be- 
hind anything now to make it 
go. 

I noticed quite recently that 
the Shakers have become almost 
extinct. This is a religious sect 
founded by Ann Lee in 1777 at 
Mount Lebanon, N. Y. They 
once had a large membership, 
but now only a mere handful. 
Once numbered in the thou- 
sands but now only about two 
hundred, and fifty. Instead of 
keeping apace with progressive 
ideas they have been on the de- 
cline for years and now they are 
about out. Itis only a matter 
of time until the last one,of them 
will be gone. And this will be 
the case with any society or 
body of people who do not keep 
in the open field of progressive- 
ness. 

There are two branches of 
quakerism that are gradually 
disappearing. The reason of 
this is that they try to run in 
the same old ruts that bore 
them on to victories a hundred 
and fifty and two hundred years 
ago. The old heads don’t want 
any changes, ey claim the 
ways of former years are the 
only right ways. They are hon- 
est, sincere, religious, full of 
reverence to God and devoted to 
one another and to _ their 
religion, but they: will soon 
be no more except on the pages 
of history. They are not pro- 
gressive. They do not believe in 
the life and forward move of 
religious enthusiasm so charac- 
‘teristic of the Church of God 
and other religious bodies that 
are‘on the fiery line. Their ser- 
vices remind One more of grave- 
yards and tombstones than of 
the thousands at Pentecost. 

Strange as it may seem, every 
movement has its weights and 
pullbacks. It is common ,in 
these days to read about and 
hear of “conservatives” and 
“radicals.” This is true in politi- 
cal and governmental circles as 
well as religious and social cir- 
cles. Conservatives and radicals 
do not care for progression ex- 
cept it be altogether according 
to their views and notions. Lib- 
erals are not narrow in their 
views. They are willing to make 
concessions for the sake of ad- 
vancement. They do not at- 
tempt to force others to embrace 
their views, but are lenient, free- 
hearted, progressive, possess the 
spirit of improvément and never 


adhere to narrow and contract-|. 





ed principles. « 
When I was a youth in my 


-* 


teens the Friends church 
(Quakers) had a split in their 
ranks. One faction was desig- 
nated by outsiders as “slow 
quakers,” and the other as “fast 
quakers.” The slow faction has 


decreased in number until there} 


are very few remaining, and 
there are no accessions—no in- 
crease in membership any more. 
Even their children very rarely 
embrace their ideas and remain 
with them. They still retain 
their old slow ways and make 
no improvements—no advance- 
ment—no progression. On the 
other ~hand those designated 
“fast quakers” moved forward 
with leaps and bounds. Great 
revivals broke out among them. 
Thousands of souls were con- 
verted under their ministry. 
Many accepted holiness, and 
water baptism, and the mem- 
bership swelled from year to 
year in a surprising manner. 
And they retained their spirit- 
uality and were sincere, all 
around worshipers of God. They 
were of the progressive prin- 
ciple. They sent out missionar- 
ies and established mission 
stations in foreign lands. They 
began to support their preach- 
ers by collections, donations and 
freewill offerings. They pushed 
the Sunday school work and 
soon began publishing their 
own literature, a thing that the 
“slows” never approved of. 

The Church of God has al- 
ways held to the principles of 
progression. There may be a 
few adherents that take the op- 
posite view and try to maintain 
the spirit of conservatism and 
do not approve of some of the 
advancements and _ forward 
moves that are made, but up 
to the present time the spirit of 
progressiveness has been so 
overwhelmingly strong that the 
holdbacks have had but little 
opportunity to assert them- 
selves or even show they exist. 

There has been some display 
of spirits that took the initiative 
in what is called the spirit of 
discernment and interpretations 
that have had a tendency to re- 
tard progress and caused some 
discouragement, but as soon as 
it was discovered that things 
that have a tendency to discour- 
age, dishearten, and prevent 
good wholesome progressive- 
ness is not the Spirit and pow- 
er of Pentecost such.things have 
been snowed under and given 
but little trouble. The mani- 
festation of the Scriptural gifts 
always harmonizes with the 
boon of progressiveness. The 
spirft that causes joy and gives 
happiness is that that has for 
its motto, No sluggishness and 
no turning back. 

There is always more joy 
in progressing than in _ retro- 
grading. But some people seem 
to take a delight in destroying 
and hindering. I do not under- 
stand how people can have such 
a destructive nature. Half the 
world is trying to destroy the 
morals and religion while the 
other half is doing all,it can to 
build up and make improve- 
ments. This is true in politics 
and governmental affairs. I sup- 
pose this spirit will continue un- 
til Jesus comes, and then there 
will be unbounded prosperity 
with no spirit of destructiveness 
once named. “They shall not 
hurt nor destroy in all my holy 
mountain: for the. earth shall 
be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the -waters cover the 
sea.” (Isa. 11:9)

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IS THE TONGUES 
MOVEMENT A 
HERESY?

In Acts 2:4 we read: “And they 
pet tn filled with the Holy Ghost, 
to speak with other 
ge as the Spirit gave them ut- 
terance.” We see that they were so 
filled with the Spirit that even their 
tongues were used as transmitters of 
God’s message to His people in their 
own language. God moved into His 
own house, took possession and was 
giving out messages to suit Himself. 
We read again: “And they were all 
atnazed, and marveled, saying one to 
another. Behold, are not all these 
which speak Galileans? And how 
hear we every man in our own tongue 
wherein we were born?” Also we 
read: “But Peter, standing up with 
the eleven, lifted up his voice, and 
said unto them, Ye men of Judea, 
and all ye that dwell in Jerusalem, 
be this known unto you, and hearken 
unto my words: This is that which 
was spoken by the prophet Joel.” Pet- 
er_also said: “The promise is unto 
you and your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.” 


We see that promise is to us also. 
The Jews spoke in tongues as an 
evidence of the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. In Acts 10:44, 46 we find, 
“While Peter yet spake these words, 
the Holy Ghost fell on all them which 
heard the word. And they of the cir- 
cumcision which believed were as- 
tonished, because that om the Gentiles 
also was poured out the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. For they heard thdm 
speak with tongues, and magnify 
God.” We see from this statement 
that the Gentiles spake with tongues 
when they received the Holy, Ghost. 

St. Paul said to certain believers: 
“Have ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed? And they said un- 
to him. We have not so much as 
heard whether there be any Holy 
Ghost.” And when Paul had laid his 
hands upon them, the Holy Ghost 
eame on them; and they spake with 
tongues, and prophesied.” The Gen- 
tiles spake in tongues also. 

In 1 Cor. 12:10, the tongues Is a 
gift of the Spirit. St. Paul further 
says: “He that speaketh in an un- 
known. tongue speaketh not unto 
men, but unto God: for no man un- 
derstandeth him; howbeit in the spir- 
it he speaketh mysteries. He that 
speaketh in an unknown tongue edi- 
fieth himself. I would that ye all 
spake with tongues. Wherefore let 
him that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue pray that he may interpret. 
For if I, pray-in an unknown tongue, 
my spirit prayeth, but my under- 
standing is unfruitful. I thank my 
God, I speak with tonges more than 
ye all.” 1 Cor. 14:2, 4, 18, 14, 18. Also 
Tread verses 21, 22. 

In the law it is 
men of other tongues and other lips 
will I speak unto this people, and yet 
for all that will they not hear me, 
saith the Lord.” Isa. 28:11. Where- 
fore tongues are for a sign, not to 
them that believe, but to them that 


written: “With 


‘| believe not. 


1. Cor. 14:26. “How is it then, 
brethren, when ye come _ together, 
every one of you hath a psalm, hath 
a doctrine, hath a tongue, hath a 
revelation, hath an~ interpretation? 
Let all things be done to edifying.” 
“If any man to be a prophet, or spir- 
itual, let him acknowledge that . the 
things that I write unto you are 
God’s commandments.” Verse 37. And 
again: ‘Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy and forbid not to speak with 
tongues.” Verse 39. 


So we see that It was an evidence 
unto the Jew first and next to the 
Gentile, and then to the Greek. It 
was a gift of the Spirit of God at 
Corinth until A. D. 59. And Paul 
said forbid it not. When did it 
cease? I have a right to a scriptural 
answer. When did it cease to be an 
evidence of the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost? ° Will some one give me a 
scriptural answer? as the juicy word 
of God is profitable for doctrine, for 
reproof, for correction, and is the 
power of God unto salvation to every 
one that believes, 


We will all have to admit, it was 
God talking through His people in 
the early church days, and if it was 
God’s work then, when did He turn 
it over to the devil to operate that 
gift for Him? How was it a sign, or 
an evidence of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, then, and a sign of him 
who keeps hell now? Jesus says, I 
am-the same yesterday. These signs 
followed yesterday, and He says He 
is the same today. If this were a 
sign yesterday, why is it not today? 
And then He says, “Forever.” He told 
His disciples that these signs would 
follow them that believe. “And these 
signs shall follow them that believe; 
in my name shall they cast out dev- 
ils; they shall speak with new 
tongues.” Mark 16:17.

I am frank to say that I believe it is 
less harm for the men to powder 
than it is for others to tattle and 
backbite them. I had rather see a 
#woman with a dress that is too short 
me and her quiet and not a - backbiter 
than to see one with her dresses 
‘ down to her shoe soles and yet be a 
tattler, 

Our General Overseer said in the 
Sixteenth Annual Assembly that we 
must not dictate too much to others 
what they shall do. The quicker our 
people can quit straining at gnats and 
swallowing camels, the better off we 











will be: 
Do not think that I approve of some 
of the dresses that people wear but 





I am in favor of letting God deal with 
| the heart and conscience of people 
until they will have to dress right for 
conscience sake. Some will say that 
they won’t do that and our people will 
get worse instead of better. My an- 
swer to that is that we are not pro- 
gressing, or getting very far by the 
method some of our people are em- 
ploying. Sometimes our older women 
do more -harm than good on this very 
subject. One reason that we have 
not made any progress in getting the 
young people to dress modestly, as 
they say they want them to, is be- 
cause the wrong parties have (most of 
the.time) had a hold of the lines. One 
of -the characteristics of our people 
is .that they will not be driven into 
any thing, but they can be led with 
aH ease. Some of the laity have 
been trying to drive some of the. 
other members to do to suit them and 
they have made a miserable failure. 


My suggestion to those who are so 
against this one thing is that they 
pray to God and ask Him to give the 
pastor wisdom and knowledge so that 
he can preach the Word of God in 
the way that people can understand it 
and I am confident that when they 
get their prayers answered that their 

tor will preach with such  sim- 
plicity and love that those who do 
dress unbecoming to Holiness will see 
the error of their way and will be 
more simple in their dress. 

I do not believe that a pastor should 
take his text on notging but clothing, 
“dogears” (commonly and vulgarly 
called) and powder and paint. This 
is not what Jesus said to preach. This 
kind of preaching disgusts many who 
would come into the Church of God 
and they stay outside and many of 
these dear ones would make some of 
the very best members that we could 
eet if they were not abused on this 
very thing. Some ministers hardly 
ever preach a sermon without talk- 
ing on this subject, and to the intel- 
ligent it becomes ‘monotonous after 
awhile. We do not need a flail pole 
ministry but we need preachers who 
are loving and gentle and who will 
preach Jesus and Him crucified. 

I pastored a church in one place 
where some were very much against 
powder and “dogears.” Some girls 
who were school teachers came into 
the meeting and went to the altar 
amd were saved, sanctified and filled 
with the Holy Ghost. Before this time 
these girls had been in good stand- 
ing in society and they had plenty 
of clothes already made up. but some 
people thought they ought to do away 
with their clothes and get some made 
according to their notion. And it 
might suffice to say that there was 
not one cf those dresses (that I saw) 
inconsistent with good morality and 
decency.

Show them, if 
anything a special kindness and if 
they are the right material they will 
soon get ashamed of their dress and 
discard it.

something on which to bring a charge 
and exclude them. We can do noth- 
ing except we do it with love and 
kindness. 

Let us rally around the flag of love 
and BROTHERLY KINDNESS and 
may it long float out on the breezes 
and may all the world soon learn that 
the Church of God has a corps of 
ministers who can just love folks in- 
to doing the right thing.
